WARSHIP TORPEDOED SUNDAY 


MADRID—The 10,000-ton Spanish 
Insurgent cruiser Baleares, one of the 
newest warships afloat, was torpedoed 
just before dawn Sunday and explod- 
ed into flames during a naval battle 
off the southeastern coast of Spain. 
The cruiser was struck amidship as it 
manoeuvred for position in the second 
battle line of the Insurgent fleet, 
which engaged the Government fleet 
75 miles off Cape Palos in the Medit- 
erranean, Many of the crew of 765 
were taken off by rescue vessels, de- 
spite the battle in which Government 
bombing planes took part.

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SUPREME COURT OF 
CANADA DISALLOWS 
ALBERTA LEGISLATION 


Judges Advise That Social Credit 
Act is Unconstitutional 


OTTAWA—The Soial Credit edifice 
of Premier Aberhart of Alberta was 
considered to be in legal danger as a 
result of decisions of the Supreme 
Court of Canada on Friday. 

In unanimous judgements, six jud- 
ges of the court ruled— 

1, An act to amend and consolidate 
the Credit of Alberta Regulation Act, 
was unconstitutional; 

2. An Act respecting the Taxation 
of Banks, was unconstitutional; 

3. An Act to ensure the publication 
of accurate news and information, was 
unconstitutional; 

4. The Dominion has _ unrestricted 
power to disallow provincial enact- 
ments; 

5, Lieutenant-Governors had power 
to reserve assents to bills, subject only 
to the restrictions imposed by instruc- 
tions from the Governor-General. 

Going outside the terms of the ref- 
erence, Chief Justice Duff and Justice 
H.H. Davis passed an opinion the Al- 
berta Social Credit Act, the keystone 
in the legislative efforts of the Aber- 
hart government to establish a new 
financial system in the province, was 
unconstitutional. 

This phase of the chief justice’s de- 
cision was considered the most im- 
portant of all because of the lecal 
doubt it cast on the whole Social Cre- 
dit plans of the Aberhart government. 

One interpretation placed on it was 
it precluded establishment of a Social 
Credit financial system in any Cana- 
dian province because of lack of legal 
control over two fields, banking and 
trade and commerce, held by the Do- 
minion under the British North 
America Act.

RT. HON. RB. BENNETT 
TO RETIRE AS LEADER 


OTTAWA— The Liberal-Conserva- 
tive party, one of the two historic 
political entities of Canada, Sunday 
night was launched on a quest of a 
new leader and new policies—with a 
new party name likely to come with 
them. 

Rt. Hon. Richard Bedford Bennett, 
who rose from a municipal council in 
Northumberland, N.B., 42 years ago 
to become Canada’s Prime Minister 
and a member of the Imperial Privy 
Council, announced Saturday that he 
intended to retire, and that his deci- 
sion was final. 

The leader of the House of Com- 
mons Opposition made it clear his zest 
for politics was undiminished, but a 
heart ailment that first struck him in 
1935 had caused a permanent condi- 
tion that forced him to limit his ac- 
tivities. He will be 68 on July 3. 

Mr. Bennett will carry on for the 
present session of parliament and un- 
til his successor is named by a nation- 
al convention in Ottawa this summer.

“The United States’ Government 
has decided to release 100 million dol- 
lars’ worth of gold every three months 
from the vaults where it las been 
‘sterilized’, so as to permit the yellow 
metal to expand the credit base of the 
United States.” 


This is important news indeed, for | 


it means that the vast hoard of gold 
which has been accumulating in the 
United States since 1933 will, at least, 
be permitted to make its weight felt 
in raising commodity prices. 

As compared with 1918-14 the cur- 
rencies of the United States, Canada, 
and Great Britain have been inflated 
by 69 per cent, and since 1932 the 
World’s production of gold has been 
about 40 per cent greater each year 
than previously. 

These factors, separately and toge- 


of all commodities for gold and money 
are the yardsticks which 
price, It means, therefore, that as soon 
as the existing Governmental _ re- 
straints on the full use of gold and 
credit are removed, then all prices, 
and so the cost of living and produc- 
tion, will tend to rise by 69 per cent 
or more as compared with pre-war 
prices. 

Commodity prices so far have only 
risen about 25 per cent and cost of 
living by 36 per cent, but World wheat 
at Liverpool, and Chicago wheat 
prices, are still merely at pre-war lev- 
els,

JAS. W. BAIRD, CARBON 
OLD TIMER, PASSES IN 
CALGARY ON MONDAY 


Started First Bank in Carbon

In 1905 Mr. Baird built the Carbon 
Hotel and operated it for a tim», fi- 
nally disposing of his interest in the 
structure, 

In the early days there was no bonk 
in Carbon and Mr. Baird believing 
that the district should have bon'ine 
facilities, opened up a privat’ ben's oy 
1915. This institution wos operated 
for three years and in 1919 was sold 
to the Merchants Bank of Canada. 

Following business activities here 
Mr. Baird retired from active life and 
spent part of his time at the coast or 
in Calgary. During the summer he 
would return to Carbon for a short 
time at intervals, However, about a 
year ago Mr, Baird found his strength 
weakening and death finally followed 
on Monday of this week. 

Surviving him are a daughter, Mrs. 
John Mason, and three grandchildren, 
in South Lyon, Mich. His wife, Ger- 
trude died 14 years ago in Detroit. 

Funeral services were conducted on 
Wednesday at 3.30 p.m. in Calgary 
with Rev, A.R. Aldridge officiating.

Make Survey To Determine 
Cause Of Fluctuation Of 
Wild Animal Population 


The Department of Mines and Re- 
sources announced that with the co- 
operation of Charles Elton of the 
Bureau of Animal Population, Ox- 
ford University, England, it was 
making a study of wild life to de- 
termine the factors responsible for 
fluctuation in wild animal popula- 
tion. 

“At intervals sufficiently regular) 
to be termed cycles, periods of 
abundance are followed by periods of 
scarcity,” the announcement said.) 
“It is hoped the investigations will, 
result in more information on the, 
causes of fur cycles so it may be) 
possible to forecast changing condi- 
tions and to adopt measures to tide 
over the scarcity periods those whose, 
livelihood is dependent on wild life 
resources,” 

Questionnaires are being submitted | 
to resident traders, trappers, Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police and Gov- 
ernment officials in the Northwest 
Territories. Information is asked on 
caribou, fox, rabbit, snowy owl and 
sledge dogs, all subject to wide fluc- 
tuations in number. 

The department says all animals 
are not affected by the cycles at the! 
same time. In many localities this 
year shortages of fox, mink and} 
beaver are reported but muskrats are 
exceptionally plentiful. A special| 
order allows Indians and half-breeds | 
to take muskrats this year six weeks! 
in advance of the regular season.| 
This will relieve distress caused by a 
scarcity of other furs.

Repairing Undersea Cables 


British Post Office Has Fully! 
Equipped Vessels For This Work 


Winter, with its sudden fierce gales, 
in the North Sea and English Chan-| 
nel, is a season of hard work for | 
the cable ships of the British Post) 
Office. Rough seas exert unusual 
strain on the 240 submarine cables— | 
containing some 25,000 miles of wire 
and covering a distance of 5,000 
nautical miles—-for which the post 
office is responsible. 

A break in one of the cables that 
connect Britain with France, Bel-: 
gium, Germany, Holland or Norway 
is registered by delicate electrical 
instruments. One of the post office's 
two vessels—the Monarch and the 
Alert, small but fully equipped ves-! 


sels of 1,150 tons and 940 tons, 
respectively--steams away to do a 
repair job. Only the approximate 


position of the break is known; the 
exact place must, of course, be 
found. 

First a marking buoy is laid, then 
the cable hauled up by means of a 
grapnel. (So deft are the cable ship 
officers that they can tell by the 
mere feel whether the grapnel has 
caught the cable or encountered 
some obstruction on the sea bottom). 
Once abvard, the cable is cut in two. 
By attempting to communicate with 
linesman in cable huts on shore it is 
possible to discover in which half the 
break lies. 

The sound end is sealed and buoy- 
ed. The faulty part is hauled up 
and examined until the exact trouble 
Is located, This is repaired, the cable 
lowered completely after it has been 
rejoined to its other half._New York

Combless Packages From Southern 
U.S. Shipped To Canada 

Honeybees are imported in comb- 
less packages from the southern 
United States by the honey producers 
of the northern states and Canada. 
The reasons for this are, that in the 
South surplus bees can be produced 
very early in the spring and can be 
packaged and shipped north in plenty 
of time for the main honey flow. In 
certain regions, they will produce

The Value Of — 
Seed Treatment 


Proper Treatment Of Seed Will 
Destroy Spores Of Smut 
Rootrots And Moulds 

Much experimental work has been 
done to devise methods for the pre- 
vention of losses from fungous and 
bacterial diseases which are seed- 
borne. It has been shown generaliy 
that any benefits derived from seed 
treatment can be traced, as a rule, 
to the control of organisms which 
are present either on or in the seed 
or in the seed bed. Some experi- 
ments seem to show that treatment 
of disease free-seed produces ben:- 


fits in the form of stimulation. This 
is not necessarily true, since dis- 
eases are not always evident ex- 


ternally, and the apparent stimula- 
tion may be fn reality an increased 
vigour due to the control of some 
parasite which is not evident. On 
the other hand, when germination is 
delayed by cold wet soil, fungicidal 
dusts may protect the seeds and 
secdlings from attack by soil organ- 
isms, 

The average annual loss in Canada 
from cereal smut diseases for the 
period 1920-23 wes estimated to be 
over $12,000,000. During the 12- 
year period 1920-1932, 20,000,000 
bushels of western Canadian wheat 
were graded smutty. This repre- 
sented a direct loss of approximately 
$2,000,000 due to the reduction in 
grade alone. A quite different dis- 
ease is common rootrot which is 
widespread and often severe on 
cereals in the prairie provinces. 
| Losses from this trouble were esti- 
| mated at $6,500,000 annually in Sas- 
chewan for the three-year period 
| ending in 1930. A recent survey of

| important as causes of rootrot, while

Proper treatment of the seed of 
cereals will destroy the spores of 
‘smut, rootrots and moulds. In this 
‘respect, it should be mentioned that 
| certain dust fungicides are becom- 
ing popular because of their ease of 
handling and general efficiency. 
Organic mercury dusts, sold under 
various mames, are very effective 
against smuts, and tests conducted 
at the Dominion Laboratory of Plant 
Pathology. Saskatoon, have shown 
that they likewise control rootrots 
to some extent. Formalin is very 
effective in the control of smuts but 
| frequently causes seed injury. 
Information on the condition’ of 
| seed grain and the use of fungicides 
|can be obtained from Dominion 
| Laboratories of Plant Pathology at 
| Ottawa, Winnipeg, Saskatoon and 
| Edmonton.
